An Effort to Relleve Congress of the Burden of Con- 
aldering Private Business. 

Wasuinaton, April 21.—In the house, Mr. 
Calkins, of Indiana, chairman of the 
‘committee on elections, stated that he 
would not call up any of the ‘con 
tested election cases to-day, but 
do so during the early part of next week. 
On motion of Mr. Kenna, of West Virginia, 
a bill was passed fixing the second Tuesday in 
October. as the time for the clection of con- 
gressmen from that state. 

THE INVESTIGATION O¥ CLAIMS, 

The house proceeded to the consideration of 
the special order, being the bill “‘to afford as- 
sistance and relief to congress and the execu- 
tive departmeats in the ——e of 
claims and demands against the government.”’

THE DEMOCRATS. 

The democrats of the house have wisely 
resolved not to make a party fight, for Can- 
non, the Mormon delegate.

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A DECISION RENDERED 


In the Case Against the Estate of Gasaway B. Lamar. 

New York, April 21.—In the suit of Charles 
F, McCoy against G. DeRossete Lamar, exec- 
utorof Gasaway 3B. Lamar, which has been 
pending for several years in the federal court, 
Judge Wheeler to-day im the circuit court 
handed down a decision in favor of the plain- 
tiff. Gasaway B. Lamar was formerly a 
wealthy southern planter, and. during the 
war his warehouses were seized by the treasu- 
ry agentsand the cotton sold, the proceeds 
being turned into the United States treasury. 
He sued the government for the value of the 
cotton, and in April, 1874, got judzment for 
$099,343 57, which the government paid. 

THE CAUSE OF THE SUIT. 

Soon after Lamar’s death McCoy brought 
this suit against his estate for $23,844.88, the 
value of cotton belonging to him stored in 
Lamar’s warehouses when they were seized.

‘This child—a .boy—is now at my 
home in Carroll county, where he is widely 
known as the son of Mary Bagwell, and 
yet where, by his strictly bonest deport- 
ment he has won:the respect, contidence and 
esteem of alkewho kpew him. Of course 
Mary’s sin was her downfall, and ever aftera 
cloud rested upon the entire family, but 
knowing as we did her weak raind we freely 
forgave her and threw around her a stronger 
guard of affection if possible than ever before, 
We did all in our power to make her forget 
the terrible misstep she had taken, hoping 
that she would try to raise her child to be the 
useful man he has since become. 
HER SECOND SIN, 

‘Well, things went along smoothly until 
1865. Mary’s sin had been forgiven—in fact, 
almost forgotten and we were rejoicing over 
the good our treatment of her had aecom- 
plished, when we suddenly ascertained that 
she was again about to become a mother. This 
discovery was a terrible blow to us, and we 
became reckless, careless and heartbroken. I 
told my wife that I could not afford to raise a 
family with this cloud resting over them, 
and wascormtem plating a removal from Carroll 
county. Mary, although deeply ashamed 
of her first offemgé did not attach any inrpegrt- 
ance to the second and in a careless, aimless 
way wandered about the neighborhood ex- 
hibiting her shame to all with whom she 
came i:; contact. Frequently she would leave 
home and be gone two ray. f three days, and 
even a week at a time, and as suddenly ag she 
had disappeared she would again turn up. 
These unknown and unexplained visits were 
so common With her that we never made am 
effort to ascertain where she went. 

“She felt indisposed to mingle with her 
mother, brothers and sisters, and when at 
home usuaily kept her room, passiug her 
time with herchiid. Often she would say: 
‘IT see the family can’t be happy with me, 
andjam going to leave.... am going away 
where no one will know where Tam, or else I 
will kill myself.’ But this statement she 
made so frequently that we lost all belief in 
it, and finally paid no attention tevit. Occa- 
sionally L would reproach her for her conduct, 
and beg her to remain at home’ where people 
could-notsee her, but she never paid any at- 
tention to my wishes, and continued to do-as 
she pleased until she left home forever.

BURGLARIES NEAR BARNETT.

BAR Bagnert, Warren Co., Ga., April 20.— 
There seems to be a well organized band of 


‘burglars operating on the line of the Georgia 
railroad whose deeds are becoming so bdld 
and common that it is deemed prudent that 
the public be put on their guard.

O’Brien’s store 
here was entered by burglars, who indiscrim- 
inately pillaged it of goods of all kinds.

Taeir search for money proved fruitless, but 
they opened a bottle of brandy peaches and 


afterremoving one left it on the counter, 
where they set out all the liquors at the bar, 
lit three lamps, which they extinguished, and 
made their e#it out of the rear door and left 
itopen. They left a bright new chisel which 
they tried to force the door with without ef- 
fect, and also a key. Only a few days before 
A.M. Massengale’s store at Norwood, was 
robbed in the same way, and a few weeks ago 
the store of Smith & Farmer, of Crawford- 
ville, was robbed and a new safe blown open 
and the county lost severat hundred dotlers 
deposited therein. Next comes the robbery 
and blowing open ofa safe at Covington 
where some $1,600 were lost, and this week 
Messrs. Durham, Davidson & Co. of Woodville, 
are victimized and the clerk made to stand 
while the store is being robbed.

Seeing evidences of a 
large quantity of butter pulk about Mr, 
Smith’s place, we asked him how he disposed 
of it. ‘‘Why, I make my meat with it, and 
my mules are foolish about it, and will drink 
all-they can get. The mules ‘whicker’ for it, 
and I am compelled to watch them to keep 
them from tearing down the pens while the 
hogs are being fed. I tell you my mules keep 
fat on butter milk.”’

Macon, Ga., April 20, 1882.—If one of Cole 
& Co.’s tire shrinkers could be put on this re- 
ally beautiful city to squeeze these long, wide, 
open streets together into a closer huddle, 


There is no denying the fact that this is 
one of the solidest cities in the entire south, 


and there equally as little doubt about what 
I have said about the awkward width of the 
streets. I donot mean that they are awk- 
ward in looks, but only so in that they are so 
awfully hard for a pedestrian to get over 
quicklys I have walked my legs off almost 
literally to-day, and have accomplished about 


as much as I could have donein Atlanta in 
two hours. However, Ido not mean any re- 
flection on Macon, for | am love with the 
place and charmed with her hospitable peo- 
ple. In a subsequent letter in which I propose 
to make a general resume of Macon and her 
interests, 1 shall make ashowing that will as- 
tonish Georgians as it has captivated me. You 
may well imagine that there is nothing of the 
drone about Macon, when I say that a promi- 
nent real estate agent told me to-day that con- 
tracts were out now for building this summer 
over $500,000 worth of houses. Some of them 
will be magnificent structures, the academy 
of music alone costing $50,000, and possibly 
more, while the ground has been broken and 
the material on the spot for nearly or quite all 
of them. As to details, I promise a display 
of energy and enterprise that is not surpassed 
by any city in the state, our own thriving At- 
lanta not excepted. The people down here 
have an idea that Atlanta survives absolutely 
Within herself,,with no thought or care for 
her neighbors, but 1 know thisis a mistake, 
and my belief is that Macon’s prosperity will 
be heralded with pleasure by every reader of 
Tur CoNsTITUTION in Atlanta as well as else- 
where in the state. Macon is certainly adding 
her share towards developing the state, a fact 
1 am more than happy to state, 
THE CITY OF COLLEGES, , 

There is scarcely another tity in all the 
south that can boast of having such fine col- 
leges and schools as Macon. It is justly 
called ‘‘the city of colleges,’ and if indica- 
tions count for anything the future promises 
even better results than those I propose now 
to mention. The most noted college here, of 
course, is one for young ladies and is known 
all over the world as 

WESLEYAN FEMALE COLLEGE. 
It is scarcely necessary to state the oft repeat- 
ed fact that this is the first and consequently 
the oldest female college inthe world. There 
were convents and seminaries previous tu 
Wesleyan, but this is the first regularly char- 
tered institution with power to confer de- 
grees on young ladies. The charter was ob- 
tained in 1836, which makes the institution 
nearly forty-six years old—almost half a cen- 
tury.

MK. SENEY’S MAGNIFICENT GIFTS, 

It will be remembered that Mr. George I. 
Seney, the noble-hearted philanthropist, of 
New York, gave Wesleyan $50,000 last year. 
A good angel fanned him with gracious wings. 
and he one day resolved to,do something for 
the women of the south. Wesleyan seemed 
to come first in his heart, and he consequent: 
ly sent the amount stated above. A few 
months later, learning of the really great im- 
portance of the college, his good angel whis- 
pered ‘‘Wesleyan’”’ again, and -he sent his 
check for an additional $50,000. These gifts 
seem all the greater, and the more to be ap- 
preciated when it is known that the president 
of the faculty nor any one else knew a word 
about either gift a day before they came. 
And it may be possible that when he learns 
even again of whata grand work his liberality 
has accomplished, he may double 7 on his 
other offerings and make the college the 
grandest in the land. 

A TALK WITH PRESIDENT BASS. 


Through the hot sun of this morning I 
pulled my lazy bones up the big hill and 
called on Dr. William C. Bass, who has long 
been the honored president. 

“Will you tell me,” saidI, when I had in- 
troduced myself, ‘‘how Wesleyan is thriving?” 

“Well, you may say that we are doing all 
that we can do, and are thoroughly satisfied 
with our work. As you will seé. we are 
considerably torn up, adding these new build- 
ings, orrather making these large additions to 
the old structure which is now out of sight, 
hidden by the new works.” 

“Who designed the present building?” 

“The one going up? Parkins & Bruce, of 
Atlanta. Here isa photograph of it showing 
how it will look when snepteted. It si five 
stories high, 235 long by 60 feet width, and 
contains over one hundred rooms. It will 
cost $40,000 and is being finished in the finest 
possible style. It will contain a complete sys- 
tem of water wagks, a fine elevator, will be 
heated by steam and lighted by gas. Every 
possible comfort that can be added to make it 
a thorough home for young ladies, will be put 
in with extreme caution and care to make it 
absolutely the most complete in the south, 
with no exception. Every room will be hand- 
somely carpeted and furnished, baths, etc., 
will be attached so that no young lady who 
has had luxuries and convenient happy 
homes with their parents, will be denied the 
same situation here. Mr. Seney gave us the 
$50,000 as a building fund and we resolved to 
use $10,000 on Libraries and apparatus. These 
latter were already very valuable, but we pro- 
pose now to make them doubly so. The other 
$50,000 Mr. Seney intended as a permanent 
endowment fund.” 

“Has the college any othe endowment?” 

“No, this is not all, but is sufficient for all 
our practical purposes now. Still, we are 
never in the habit of refusing anything, you 
know, as it tends to help the young, always. 
We intend to spend 

$5,000 IN HEAUTIFYING THE GROUNDS. 
Altogether, we propose to make this the fore- 
most institution in the south, as it has been 
the leader of the world in its beginning. ’ 

‘What is the total value of all your prop- 
erty here?’ 

“Not far from $200,000, but it will be safe to 
say about $175.000,”’ 

‘What is the attendance now?” 

“About 200, but this will be rapidly in- 
creased as soon as our building is entirely 
complete.’’ 

“When will that be?’ 

‘*We will begin with flying banners and all 
ready at the fall term. 

CHANGE OF COMMENCEMENT, 
By the way, our commencment will come off 
a week earl'er this year than usual, in order 
to give the workmen fullsway. We usually 
have it on the 2ist of June, but it will occur 
on the 14th this time.” 

‘What does it cost to send a girl here?” 

“We have but one price—$180 per year. 
But this includes every possible thing that 
will ald to the convenience of the pupils. We 


work on the principle that we do not want to 


deny any young lady the comforts she has en- 
joyed at home, and hence we have put the 
figure at what we tlink a living rate all 
around.”’ 

‘How many members of the faculty are 
there?’’ 

“Fourteen in all, and no college ever had 
more proficient teachers, asa whole. We ad- 
vocate good instructors as well as a good table 
and an adherence to the rules of health. We 
have a gentleman faculty of five, the othe 
nine being ladies. One of the special features 
we have adopted is having a young lady old 
enough to act in the capacity of companion 
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‘Has not Wesleyan turnéd out soz 
of inence?”’ ” be 

“Oh, yes, any number of them. ree or 
four of them have gone into the land of the 
heathen as missionaries, while some higve at- 
tained lite eminence. Mrs. Loula Ken- 
dall rs, of Barnesville, comes under this 
latter head. Bishop McTyere said he had 
traveled from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
had found graduates of Wesleyan every where, 


all of whom had grown to be useful women. 
MERCER UNIVERSITY. 


Leaving Wesleyan, I went on out past Tat- 
nall square and paid a visit to Mercer univer- 
sity, one of the finest male schools in all the 
south. The faculty contains some of the 
most distinguished men in literary and edu- 
cational circles to be found in the union, 
some of them being authors of marked ability 
and prominence. Dr. A. J. Battle, the gifted 
chancellor, bears the reputation of being one 
of the profoundest thinkers and most schol- 
arly educators in the land. Dr. Shelton P. 
Sanford has been with the university since 
its foundation and is the author of Sanford’s 
arithmetic, Sanford’s algebra, and other text 
books which have obtained a national reputa- 
tion. He is considered the finest mathema- 
tician in the entire south. Dr. Joseph E. 
Willet bears also a proud record asa geologist 
and chemist which few men have ever ob- 
tained. It was through his courtesy that I 
was shown through the university. Having 
already consumed more space than I origin- 
ally intended for this letter, I shall haveto be 
somewhat brief in my recital of 

WHAT. THE UNIVERSITY IS D@ING. 
‘We are satisfied with our work,’’ said Dr. 
Willet, ‘but we could do more, of course. 
‘he university is self-sustaining and we have 
matriculated now about one hundred stu- 
dents. Considering the fact that the State 


‘university has established so many branch 


agricultural colleges, we think we are making 
avery creditable showing indeed. But we 
have every prospect of doing better than this 
and I think next year will show us as having 
an increase of twenty-five or fifty per cent in 
attendance.’’ 

“Are you opposed to the agricultural col- 
leges?”’ 

“Oh, no, not at all. They do great good 
and are a blessing to many a poor boy. but 
as they only finish a boy through the sopho- 
more year, many of them stop there without 
taking up a continued course.” 

» What is the condition of Mercer's finan- 
ces?” 

“As good as wecould desire now. The 
university is self-sustaining and has an en- 
dowment fund of $100,000,” 

‘‘What did the buildings cost?” 

“Something over $100,000, the main build- 
ing costing about $90,000. The total valuation 
of all the property belonging to the university 
is about $500,000, so you see we are on a pretty 
solid basis,”’ 

HISTORY. OF MERCER, 

The history of Mercer university is very 
interesting, though I shall not embody it all 
here. Originally, Jesse Mercer procured a 
charter for it at Pentield, in Greene county, in 
1838. About $40,000 was expended @n build- 
ings there, but owing to the location of Pen- 
field, the Georgia Baptists, under whose f9s- 
tering care the- university hasalways been, had 
it moved to Macon in 1873 to its present site. 
Mercer is considered by many to be the finest 
school in the state. The chemical and philo- 
sophical laboratories are complete and are 
worth nearly $10,000, while new additions are 
being constantly made. 

PIO NONO COLLEGE. 

This is a Catholic coilege, and one of te 
most important in the state. It occupies a 
beautifal location on the highest spot around 
Macon, and was built some years ago ata 
cost of $50,000. It is strictly a boarding school, 
and hasnowan attendance of about fifty- 
five. Professor F. J. M. Daly gave me a pleas- 
ant recital of the work of the college, and I 
am glad to say it is self-sustaining and grad- 
ually growing into prominence. The faculty 
numbers eight, four regular and four assist- 
ant professors. I regret my inability to give 
a more @xtensive notice of Pio Nono now. 

MT, DESALES CONVENT. 

The convent is also Catholic and is ina 
prosperous condition. The attendance, 1 am 
told, is about seventy, anda fine corps of 
competent instructors have it in charge. 

Besides these schools I have mentioned, 
there are several private ones which are well 
patronized, the number of pupils in attend- 
ance at all being several thousand. 

POINTS. 

Mercer university publishes a newspaper 
among the students. 

The societies of Mercer and Wesleyan form 
special and interesting features at both these 
institutions, 

Out of a class of forty at Wesleyan, Miss 
Harrison, of Opelika, Alabama, received first 
place this session. She is the daughter of 
General Harrison, of the confederate army, 
who was the youngest general of that period, 
having received his commission at the age of 
twenty-three. 

I neglected to state that Macon hasan ad- 
mirable system of free schools for both white 
and colored, which are under good manage- 
ment and thoroughly successful.

Gaming, from City Court 
of Atlanta. Criminal law. Indictment. 

Evidence. Verdict. . 

Jackson, UC. J.—1. An accusation in the city 
court of Atlanta (in lieu of an indictment) 
charged that a defendant at a specified time 
and place did “play and bet money or 
other thing of value at a gane@ of five up or 
other game played with cards, contrary to the 
laws,’ etc: 

Held, that the accusation was sufficient. It 
isnot now necessary to allege with whom the 
gaming took place, nor for what thing of 
value. ' 

(a.) Where the accusation charged that the 
defendant played ata game of five up or oth- 
er game played with cards, counsel for the 
state could not be forced to elect on which 
vame he would base the prosecution. 

' 2 A witness may refresh his memory from 
a written memorandum, and then testify to 
the facts. 

3. The evidence supports the verdict.

THE MISSISSIPPI IMPROVEMENT BILL. 

The house committee on commerce has 
putin the river and harbor bill an item of 
$4,123,000 to be expended in accordance with 
the plans of the Mississippi river commission, 
between the head of the passes and the mouth 
ef the Illinois river. In the senate a bill is 
pending that contemplates an expenditure of 
$6,000,000, and the river members and sena- 
tors are insisting that this sum should be in- 
creased to not less than $15,000,000, 
with strong suggestions that $50,000,000 would 
be none too much thrown in. The congres- 
sional orators indulge not a little in pictures 
of the desolation of the lower valley at the 
present moment, and in glowing prophecies

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connected with the 


levees with the improvement of navigation? 
Some of the more zealous advocates of an imr- 
mense appropriation have, however, come 
eut boldly in favor of the naked proposition 
that the general government should protect 
the lands of the valley from overtlow wholly 
regardless of the navigation question. Sena- 
tor Jonas claimed in his speech of last Thurs- 
day that the country is already committed to 
the policy of building levees for the sole pur- 
pose of protecting private property; that the 
formation of the river commission was based 
on that idea, and that its surveys and plans 
look to that kind of protection. The doc- 
trine of improved navigation with incidental 
protection is thus cast aside, in favor of pro- 
tection, navigation or no navigation. We do 
not care to discuss the objections to the levee 
It is claimed on the one hand 
ether known protec- 
tion against overflows, while others 
claim that the levees operate to 
raise year after year the bed of theriver is 
already too high for the comfort and safety of 
the people on its banks, and that instead 
therefore of being a means of safety they are 
a source of accumulating dangerand disaster. 

se that as it may, itis certain that the new 
theory of public protection for private prop- 
erty along the edges of our inland watef& is 
one that is capable of extended application. 
If it is good for the swamps of Arkansas, it 
must be good for the damp lands of the Flint 
or even for the bottoms of the upper Chatta- 
hoochee. We therefore put congress upon 
notice that if it takes the money of Georgia 
citizens to gbull the landsof Mississippi citi- 
zens it will be called upon in due season to re- 
turn the pecuniary compliment. We simply 
want fairness in this business, if it is to be 
begun gtall. If the government is to become 
thoroughly paternal, we want our share of its 
attentions in the shape of handsome appro- 
priations. Georgia has lands that are subject 
to disastrous and if congress is 
going into the levee business on the new and 
alleged improved basis, let the powers of the 
river commission be extended so as to include 
every turbulent and irresponsible stream and 
branch in the country. Weask this for the 
sake of fair play and a just distribution of the 
surplus in the common purse. 
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GOVERNOR COLQUITT AND THE SUCCES- 
SION. 

The Macon Telegraph has been 
asperity than the occasion seems to warrant, 
denouncing an imaginary ring of which Gov- 
ernor Colquitt is the suppositions center.

The gentlemen who are engineering 
these developments will now produce another 
man to whom they will charge that the goy- 
ernor has sold the rights of the people. It 
may be Blount, it may be Crawfcrd, it will be 
some one, Since the governor has specifically 
denied that he ever tendered the oftice to any 
one, or that he ever bartered with any one 
for if, hadn’t the Telegrapft better sub- 
A bit of the proof that it 
so darkly intimates is held in 
reserve? For example, let it print the ‘‘writ- 
ten contract”? that it says on ‘authentic in- 


vith more 


politician.’’ If it can't get the ‘‘contract,”’ 
let it give the name of the “prominent politi- 
cian,’’ so that he can be called upon to say 
Sin6g so manv charges and insinyatiaps— 
which have been met by prompt Jenial—let 
us have at least sonié prvof. It will serve as 
ballast to the rumors, if nothing better. 

Right here Governor Colquitt’s position 
may be just as well defined. He has the 
same right to express his preference fora 
candidate that the humblest citizen has, and 
no more. He could not ‘‘tender the success- 
‘“sion’’ to any man, and if he did he could 
not make his tender good. The next govern- 
or of Georgia will be nominated by a repre- 
sentative convention. The delegates to this 
convention will be elected by the people, and 
will yote as their constituents order them. 
No one man tan dictate to these delegates any 
more than he can dictate to the people who 
are behind them. Still, it will be interesting 
to see the Telegraph back with some sort of 
proof the brood of rumors he has so busily 
loosed. -So let us have it. ct 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


In spite of the fact that every prediction 
made by the Savannah News in regard to the 
workings of the law establishing the railroad 
commission has failed of fulfillment—in spite 
of the fact that nearly all of its argements 
have been overthrown by resultsour es- 
teemed contemporary returns to the discus- 
sion of the subject with considerable zeal. It 
declares, with astonishing fluency of language 
and metaphor, that the commission law is im- 
moral, unjust and undemocratic. The law is 
immoral, the News afgues, “because its tend- 
“ency is to disregard solemn obligations;”’ in 
other words, the state, im giving these cor- 
porations the right of life and traffic within 
its borders, solemnly pledged itself 
not to regulate thém in the interest 
of the people. As it has become a well settled 
principle that states have not only the power 
but the right to regulate corporations created 
under its laws, it is not mecessary to engage 
in a controversy over the matter. It is only 
necessary to refer the curious to the decisions 
of the courts, while the judicious do not need 
to be told that the right of the state in the 
matter is inevitable.

GOVERNOR COLQUTT EXPLAINS. 

The following extract is taken from the Colum 
bus Enquirer of a late date: ; 

“A short time ago the Macon Telegraph and 
Messenger stated in direct terms that Governor Col- 
quitt. had made a bargain with Judge Simmons of 
that circuit, by which the latter was to succeed Gov 
ernor Colquitt in gubernatorial honors. In the 
same paper of yesterday we find this statement: 

‘It is more than suspected that Governor Colquitt 
is anxious to barter away his succession, if, indeed, 
the contract be not already closed with one or more 
persons. He never denied that he had specially 
offered it to Mr. Stephens, ror has he or any of his 
friends taken occasion to refute the more than 
rumor, that he had made a similar offer 
to Judge Simmons, of this circuit. Gover- 
nor Brown has been purged of any connection 
with this affair. The rumor is and has been rife for 
a long time that more than one gubernatorial aspi- 
rant holds a sort of parol contract with the gov- 
ernor and his frieuds, or both, for the succession 
and many very good people put faithinit. It has 
created some discussion, one of the results of which 
has reached us in a very authentic shape, to the 
effect that there isa written contract to the same 
effect still in existence, or rathera copy of it; that 
it was drawn up by a very enthusiastic adherent of 
the governor, when the latter was in great political 
stress, and thata prominent politician has a copy 
of it.’ 

“If this is not true, it will be an easy matter for 
the governor toset himself right in the premises. 
The charge cannot be taken as an attack upon the 
chief executive prompted by any metive save that 
of a desire to serve the party, as it emanates with a 
journal that gave all the aid and influence within 
itscontrol to securing the election of the present 
incumbent. If Governor Colquitt has the good of 
the democratic party at heart he should either re- 
fute this or he should make it public and give his 
reasons therefor.’

I see by this morning’s Constitution that 
one of the implied reasons for the non-con- 
currence of the aldermanic bvard in the ac- 
tion of the council in accepting the proposed 
ground for a park offered ~ A P. Grant was 
the poverty of the third ward. I was actu- 
ated by no such mean motive, nor did I use 
the term either directly or indirectly. No 
one that knows me well would for a moment 
believe I would be guilty of such unkind re- 
mark. I will say my reason for the non-con- 
currence was thatthe proposition of L. P. 
Grant required us to promise to spend money 
for future councils, when the law is impera- 
tive that we cannot legally bind in any way 
councils afver our own; in other words, our 
books must be balanced every year, and fu- 
ture councils are not bound by our actions. 

In my place as alderman I know no ward, 
section or special people; Ido what I honest- 
ly believe to be for the good ef the whole 
city, and when my best judgment is ex- 
pressed by my votes on all public matters, I 
trust the people will give me credit for honest 
methods, If Iam not able to please all, I 
will add for the information of all those 
that wish to know where I stand on the park 
question generally, that I am opposed to tak- 
ing the people’s money and investing for lux- 
uries before I doall I can to procure them 
substantials. Our streets certainly will ab- 
sorb all the money we can spare for the next 
five or ten years, our Schoolsare overcrowded 
and many of our citizens’ children are un- 
able to attend them for want of room. We 
need one or two more school houses for both 
white andcolored, and itisa well known 
fact that our schools have done more to make 
Atlanta whatitisthan any one thing else, 
and last but not least,by any means, we want 
two well regulated markcgt houses, where our 
pee that supply our e&bles with eatables will 
ye under one rogifand haye healthy competi- 
tion ;where none but the best meats and vege- 
tables are sold. This would add much to the 
health Noe people. Finally, to those that 
want theluxury of a park,I would suggest that 
stock companies be formed and have. them 
where _ they will pay for them 
and control them as they will. After Atlanta 
has good streets, good schools, market houses 
and water works, then, if they can afford to 
give us the luxuries, and not till then.

IN THE GRAND JURY ROOM, 
‘Do you find any lingering opposition ?”’ 
“Only asto the waysand means. All are 
united asto the necessity of education, the 
importance of fostering it; and are only re- 
strained from the want of funds. In my 
travels throughout the different counties I 
have abundant means of observation. I meet 
thempeople attheir homes, arvund the family 
firesides, in friendly conversation, and I find 
the general sentiment most healthy and en- 
couraging. I think my best work has been, 
before the grand juries. In this way I meet 
from eighteen to twenty-four of the most 
substantial citizens from all sections of the 
county. I lay before them what the state has 
done, what the county has done and what 
the citizens are doing. I appeal to them to 
take an interest in the matter. From the 
grand jury room they scatter to their homes, 
carrying with them a lively interest in the 
school question asa practical issue. They 
reach cities inaccessible to the ordinary 
speaker, and without the pale of the press. 
Asa result public sentiment has been built 
up from the bottom, and the people are act- 
ing upon the politician, and not the politi- 
cian upon the people. Hence while one or: 
two southern states may be ahead of Geor- 
gia .in existing school establishments, none 
of them are up to her in their readiness for a 
sweeping change.”’ ' 

AMONt: THE COLORED PEOPLE, 

‘“‘Whas has been your experience among 
the colored people?” 

‘“T have found among them a wonderful 
interest—an interest indeed not surpassed by, 
and perhaps more enthusiastic than, that ex- 
hibited by the whites. I can always get 
crowded audiences when I speak to them, 
and receive from them the most respectful 
attention.”’ 

“Do they fully appreciate the objects of 
education ?”’ 

“Toa wonderful degree. I find it among 
their preachers, their politicians and in the 
field. ‘To illustrate how they regard my mis- 
sion I must tell you an incident which oc- 
curred several years ago in a neighboring city 
in which a colored religious gathering was 
discussing its affairs. A prominent member 
of the body recognized me and insisted, not- 
withstanding my hesitancy, to interrupt their 
services, that 1 should address them then and 
there.

Mayor English again addressed the body, 
urging an immediate action. He also spoke 
of the amount of money appropriated as be- 
ing too small, and said that those who are be- 
ing released from the pest house are 
presenting large bills for wearing 
apparel. He cited a case in which one negro 
woman claimed to have lost two fine silk 
dresses and other goods in abundance, 

Councilman Knapp moved that the mayor 
be authorized to detail two additional sant- 
tary inspectors and take such other steps as 
he may consider necessary for the bettering 
of the sanitary condition of the city.

‘Their 
children haye been allowed to grow up wild, 
so tospeak, With the present growing gen- 
eration this evil has been intensified owing to 
the absence of the master’s corrective hand, 
the benefit of which the past generation had. 
Take the white people and put them in the 
same position, outside of the restraints im- 

osed by family and society, and what would 
* the result? A _ state of semi-barbarism. 
Weare all, toa great extent, what our own 
surroundings make us,”’ 

“Do you look for an improvement in this 
revurd?”’ 

‘I do, and I see some evidences of it every 
day. Formerly the master held the power of 
correction equally over parent and child. 
That power was suddenly swept away, leav- 
ing nothingin itsplace. It has given usa 
generation of negroes in a condition of wreck- 
age. From this confusion is evolving the re- 
straint of the family relation, now for the 
first time pressing its responsibilities upon 
the colored people. Outof this new influ- 
ence, wrought by conscientious colored 
fathers and mothers, will spring a race possess- 
ing all the qualities which distinguish the 
negro at his best.”’ 

“What are the present obstacles to their im- 
provement?” 

“Their failure to insist upon a strict en- 
forcement of social ethics. For instance, one 
of them serves a term in the penitentiary and 
then returnsto hisold haunts. He is received 
with open arms, and is looked upon as a man 
who has seen something of the world. But
